The soil is particularly adapted 
and the climatic conditions are unequalled 
for the growth of this delicious fruit. This 
fruit attains perfection on hil’y ground with- 


out irrigation and with a northern exposure, 


and there are hundreds of acres of land where 
this fruit can be grown that can be secured at 
very reasonable figures. 

As an example of the possibilities to be 
attained with Bartlett pears, one man from 
eight hundred trees picked and shipped four 


teen hundred boxes this season.
